The v alue of our foreign commerce in 
merchandise, including the in-transit trade 
during the preceding fiscal y ear, was $ 1,48 1, 
8 40,06 6, showing a falling off in our foreign 
trade during the last fiscal y ear of $ 08,351,

It appears that in the v alue of foreign 
commerce the United Kingdom of Groat 
Britain and Ireland stand first, German y 
second, France third, and the Un ited State* 
fourth.

He wo uld no t be rash eno ugh to vo lunteer 
to beco me the po litical physician o f the

peo ple, 
instead o f the autbo rizsd 
do cto rs who m they sent to the ho use o f 
co mmo ns. 
BIr. Gladsto ne then co mpared the fo r­ 
eign po licy 
o f 
the Libsrals with that 
ado pted by tbs Co nservatives, and po inted 
o ut the weak po ints in the latter. 
Mr. Gladsto ne said the plea fo r a duty o n 
®o m was revo lting, especially as the co un­ 
to y had fo ught such duty fo r twenty-five 
yeara 
If mining implements, he said, wero 
subjected to a tax, bread and co al wo uld 
ino ^ase in prio ? . 
Referring to the depres­ 
sio n o f trade, Mr. Gladsto ne said there was 
no mo re plausible a pro ceeding when diili- 
cnlties appeared than the appo intment o f a 
ro yal 
co mmissio n, which 
shifts 
a re­ 
spo nsible lo ad to irrespo nsible sho ulders. 
He wo uld no t 
deny 
the existence 
distress, tho ugh in its entirety it was less 
burdenso me than previo us to the passage o f 
the refo rm co rn laws. 
He did no t see what 
remedies had been presented by the present 
party in po wer. 
The present distress is co n­ 
fined to the agricultural and co al regio ns, 
but it can no t be denied that fo o d and clo th­ 
ing are cheaper no w than ever befo re. 
The 
speaker devo ted a co nsiderable part o f his 
address to this questio n. 
Thro ugh free 
trade the co untry has made great pro 
gressive strides and will no t retro grade. 
“ See,” he said, “ the Liberal acco mplisments; 
slavery abo lished; trade 
liberated; free 
suffrage extended, with many o ther bles.s- 
Ings.” 
Referring to the fo reign affairs Mr. Glad­ 
sto ne said the So udan (jue^tio n was the mo st 
difficult matter o f recent years, 
“ We fell 
into erro r,” he said, 
“ but o ur o ppo nent. 
fo stered the erro r. 
We held that it was 
impo litic to remain in the Ho udan, the in­ 
co ming go vernment declared it to he a mi > 
take to withdraw and maintained that the 
British o ught to remain in o rder to establish 
o rder. 
But they said that the evacuatio n o f 
the So udan had, when they came into 
po wer, go ne to o far to be retracted and innat 
be co mpleted. 
The o nly co mplaint mado bv 
o ur o ppo nents is that we did no t co mmit 
mo re o r greater erro rs.” 
Regarding Afghanistan he said the no w 
go vernment had ado pted the fro ntier Imes 
already laid o ut, and co mplacently 
gav e 
credit to the amo er fo r having ado pted 
their lines. 
“ They ado pted o ur po licy,” 
said he, “ seeing in it their o nly alternative.” 
Bht fo r the result o f the Liberal po licy in 
Afghanistan he trembled to think o f the 
co nsequences, o ne o f which wo uld have 
been meeting Russia allied with Afghanis 
tan.
